Bailey Retires 
As Manager of 
Orange Firm 


The rettrénient of Herbert S. 
Bailey as manager of the Ex- 
change Orange Products company 
was announced today by LeRoy E. 
Lyon, chairman of the Orange 
Products executive committee. 


James A. Finley, for many years 
plant superintendent at the On-| 
tario plant, has been appointed to 
succeed Bailey. Both actions take 
place September 30. 

Bailey was appointed manager 
of the Exchange Orange Products 
company in 1924, coming to that 
position from U. S. Department 
of Agriculture service. He reach- 
ed retirement age, under the Ex- 
change retirement plan, on Jan- 
uary 1, 1946, but agreed to stay 
on the job until a new manager 
was appointed. 

Under Bailey’s managership, the 
Exchange Orange Products com- 
pany has made great advances in 
the scientific development of or- 
ange by-products and the volume 
of fruit processed. In 1924, only 
1,000 cars of fruit were processed 
for grower members, with a grow- 
er return of $170,000. A com- 
paratively few products were 
manufactured. Last year the plant 
was producing approximately a 
hundred different by-products and 
the operation returned $5,300,000 
on 8,500 cars of fruit sent to pro- 
ducts. This figure includes only 
fruit processed at the plant and 
does not include that sold to out- 
side processors, 

Finley assumes management of 
the products plant with a com- 
pletely rounded knowledge of or- 
ange products manufacture. He 
joined the Exchange Orange Pro- 
ducts company staff in 1826 as 
laboratory chemist, and in 1929 
he was named plant superintend- 
ent. Finley is a nationally recog- 
nized figure in the orange pro- 
ducts field. 

Chester Lindsay, who for the 
past five years has been assistant 
plant superintendent of a large 
Hawaiian canning operation, will 
assume the position of plant sup- 
erintendent at the Exchange Or- 
ange Products company in mid- 
October. Lindsay comes to On-/j 
tario with long experience in the 
canning field.
